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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claims 1-8, 10, 12-20 and 22-36 are allowed over prior art of record and in light of applicant's 
arguments filed on April 1 1 2008. 

The following is the examiner's statement of reason of allowance: The prior art of record 
to Osterberg discloses a system that allows an identifier of the mailing list corresponding to a first 
member of the organizational hierarchy and a plurality of identifiers of members of the organizational 
hierarchy who report to the first member. The plurality of identifiers of members of the organizational 
hierarchy who report to the first member may comprise at least one identifier of a second member of the 
organizational hierarchy to whom at least one other member of the organizational hierarchy reports. The 
at least one identifier of the second member of the organizational hierarchy may include an indicator that 
at least one other member of the organizational hierarchy reports to the second member. 

Scully discloses an improved electronic calendaring method in which a calendar owner can 
request a composite display of selected calendar entries from a plurality of electronic calendars, which 
entries are selected based on interactively entered search criteria other than free time. 

Both Scully and Osterberg fail to disclose or suggest the organizational chart distance is a 
shortest path between the user and a prospective attendee within the organizational chart obtained by 
summing the user's and the prospective attendee's organizational chart distance to a manager shared by 
the user and the prospective attendee. 

As per claim 12, the components of the system of claim 1 will be used in the computer to perform 
the listed tasks.
